2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
considered to be allowable due to the inclusion of claim limitations "wherein the measuring 
equipment comprises a screen of an electrically conductive material surrounding said external 
voltage terminal, and wherein said electrically conductive screen is electrically conductively 
connected to the casing of the support insulator" in claim 1 ; and "wherein said measuring 
equipment is provided with a screen of an electrically conductive material, surrounding said 
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external voltage terminal and being electrically conductively connected to the casing of the 
support insulator" in claim 8.

USPN 4,894,609 to Fujiki et al.: This patent shows a support insulator and 
a coupling capacitor for measuring the current or voltage of a high voltage line 
and providing optical transmission but does not disclose the conductive screen 
arrangement. 

USPN 4,859,925 to Beling: This patent shows a support insulator with a 
shield for measuring the current or voltage of a high voltage line and providing 
optical transmission but does not disclose the shielding surrounds an external 
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voltage terminal of a coupling capacitor and connects to the casing of the 
insulator. 

USPN 4,280,093 to Houston: This patent shows a support insulator with a 
shield but does not disclose the shielding surrounds an external voltage terminal 
of a coupling capacitor.
